The government has ordered that

Six 
hundred and seventy women were ta­ 
ken off the liner after her appalling

cob Astor, who, with hi» bride, was re­ 
turning from their long honeymoon 
abroad, saw his bride placed In a life­ 
boat and safely away. 
Colonel Astor 
was drowned. 
The work of getting the lifeboats 
away, the work of allaying the fearfl 
of the great crowd of passengers aa 
much as possible, the work of keeping 
the pumps in operation and the en­ 
gines 
throbbing—these

countless others were directed by Cap­ 
tain Smith, the venerable commander 
of the Titanic, and before her advent 
the commander of the Olympic, who 
displayed almost superhuman 
power, 
of mind and body as the world’s most 
horrible sea disaster crowned his long 
and honorable service on the

Wireless messages from the Virgin­ 
ian states that the occupants of the 
small boats which she picked up have 
been transferred 
to

Carpathia, 
W'hlch't is proceeding to New York. 
The Titanic struck the iceberg at 
10:25 Sunday night and foundered at 
2:20 Monday morning. 
At daybreak 
the Carpathia arrived on the scene and 
her passengers and crew beheld only 
the small boats w ith their precious hu­ 
man cargoes and a dismal scene of 
wreckage. 


W ireless Sputters to the Last. 


“ Sinking by tire head and women 
are being rushed into the lifeboats!” 
were the last words that sputtered 
Into the wireless room of 
the 
V ir­ 
ginian from the Titanic. 
The collision occurred in latitude 
41.40 north and loflgitude 50.14 west, 
1,150 miles east of New York and 450 
miles south of Cai»e Race, the most 
westerly point of Newfoundland. 
Contrary to earlier dispatches there 
was no storm when the vessel struck. 
The weather was clear and the water 
calm. 
A wireless message from 
Captain 
Haddock of the Olympic confirmed the 
fears of the White Star line officials 
that all but the C70 women and chil­ 
dren who escaped in the small boats 
from the $1 0,000,000 steamship had 
perished. A part of this message was 
withheld, but enough was divulged to 
the newspapers to make certain the 
appalling extent of the catastrophe. 
Not until Captain Haddock flashed, 
“ Horrible disaster—nty but 670 lost,” 
would the White Star officials believe 
that the mightiest ship ever launched 
had gone down on her maiden voyage. 
The scene in the White Star line of­ 
fices was pitiful.

Captaiu Smith has been In tho serv­ 
ice of the White Star for 38 years.
